enigma of why American farming 
cannot survive under present condi 
tlons. although the prices of food 
stuffs are higher today than they 
were in any pre-war year, it not the 
only topic dealt with in the repor 
of the joint commission which in 
vestteated the 
agricultural 
crisis 


The report itself constitutes a broac 
survey of farming- as it is at pres 
ent conducted, and as such it makes 
clear what a change has come over 
the business of food production dur- 
ing: the past 20 years. 


One prime characteristic of farm- 


ing today is its increased and in- 
creasing use of fertilizer. 
The vir- 


gin soil of the nation that once p 
duced a heavy series of crops year 
after year and seemed inexhaustible 
in its richness, has at length worn 
out. 
Not even manures and the ro- 


tation of crops can sustain its pro- 
ductivity. 
Fertility has to be add 


ed, and it must be added 
in 
the 


form of commercial fertilizers. 


At the beginning of the present 


century the farmers of America, and 
principally those of the older states 
east of the Mississippi, were buyin 
commercial fertilizers at the rate of 
about S54.000.000 in value each year. 
In 1919 they spent nearly $3301000,- 
000. 
Twenty years ago not |4,000,- 


000 a year was spent for fertilizers 
by farmers west of the Mississippi 
River; in 1919 the farmers of that 
region spent approximately $27,000,- 
000. 
The Pacific States are using: 


nine times as much fertilizer now 
as they did then. These figures are 
evidence of the exhaustion of 
the 


soil. 


The hired man on the farm gets 


His 
wages now. figuring: in his board 
as part of his pay, are about three 
and one-half times what they were 
in 1S9S.

The German National Peoples Par- 
ty is out and out Monarchist.

The Centre ifa the 
Catholic party, many of whose work- 
men belong to Christian labor un- 
ions. Others are small farmers and 
tradesmen, although
